Claims 1-9 ai^Ijending. Claims 10-21 arc vvitixdravvzL Claims 1, 6 and 9 
Applicant requests reconsideration and reexamination of the pending claims. 

The TTTLE has been amended to more specifically refer to fte claimed invention. No 
new matter has been added. 

ThQ ABSTRACT has been amended to more specifically refer to the claimed 
invention. No new matter has been added. 

Hie Specification has been amended to include the sedal number of an application 
ijocoxpoxated by refs^rence, add status infc»mation and cozject typogr^hical ecrors . No new 
matter has been added. 

Hie specification ahs also been amended as the Examiner suggested to c^italize the 
word KEVLAR as it denotes a irademarked named. The generic description of the jsioduct 
has also been added. No new xnatter has been added. 

Figure 24 has been amended to correct for mis-numbered items. The specification and 
FIO. 24 are now consistent No new matter has been added. 

Claim 6 has been amended to make the claim more definite. Claim 6 is in condition 
for allowance. 

Claim 9 has been amicnded to remove the term Kevlar, since the trademarked name of 
the product is not required in the claim. Claim 9 is in condition for allowance. 

Reiectionimder35 U.S.C. l63faV 



Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being anticipated by Stole et aL 
(USPN 6091578) in view of Ogawa et aL (USPN 5052357), Applicant overcomes the 
rejection as follows. 

Claim 1 sets forth, inter alia^ an actuator assembly including "a first portion 
configured to position said first end of said actuator assembly parallel to the smi&ce of the 
disk; and a second portion pivotally mounted to said first portion and configured to position 
said first end along an arcuate path relative to the sud^ce of the disk." Applicant could find 
no teai^ting or suggestion in Stole et aL of such a configuration. 

The actuator assembly of the present invention solves many of the miniaturization 
problems associated with previous, optical.disk-drive systems. The tilt focus method of 4he 
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piesent invention introdnces an out-of-peipcndicular condidoo far the laser beam for purposes 
of maintaimng the focus of the light beam on the data layer of the disk. Rotation of the focus 
am relative to the tracking arm moves or pivots the focus ann which also moves the optical 
pidc up unit, including the objective lens. In general tenns, the optical pickup unit will move 
in an arcuate or curved path toward or away fiom the sm^ce of the disk. 

The Examiner alleges that Stole et al. discloses a portion 130 and a pottion including 
1S4 and 150. Applicant could find no teaching or suggestion in Stole et aL that the portion 
including 134 and 1 50 is pivotally nxounted to portion 130 configuied to posidon a first end of | 
the actuator along an arcuate path relative to fhs surfece of a disk. Accordingly, Claim 1 is 
not anticipated or rendered obvious in view of Stole et aL 

Applicants have reviewed Ogawa et aL and find no teadbdj^g or suggestion that cures 
the deficiencies found in Stole et al. Accordingly, Claim 1 is allowable over Stol& et al* both 
alone and in combination with Ogawa et aL 

Claim 2-9 depend ftom Claim I and are theredEbre allowable for at least the same 
reasons as Claim 1.
